Washington, Jnne 18.— The senate 
in execQtive session yesterday afternoon 
made pnblio the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty and acoompanyinf papen. The 
following if the fall text of the treaty : 

"The United States of America and 
the republic of Hawaii, in view of the 
natnral dependence of the Hawaiian 
islands upon the United States, of their 
geographical proximity thereto, of The 
preponderant share acquired by the 
United States and its citizens in the in- 
dastries and trade of said islands, and 
of the expressed desire of the govern- 
ment of the ri'pubhc of Hawaii, that 
these islandu shonld be incorporated 
into the United State.s as au integral 
part thereof, and under its sovereignty, 
have determined to accomplish b7 treaty 
an object ao important to their mutual 
and permanent welfare. 

"lo this end, the high contracting' 
parties have conferred fall powers and 
authority opou their respective appoint- 
ed plenipotentiaries, t<j wit : The pres- 
ident of the United States. .Tohn Slier- 
man, secretary of utate of the United 
States; the president of the republic of 
Hawaii. Fnineis March Hatch. Lorin 
A. TluirKton and William A. Kiiiney. 

"Article 1, The republic of Hawaii 
hereby cedes absolutely and witlumt re- 
st r\ e to tlie United States of America 
all riKlits of Hovereif?my of whatever 
kind ill and over the Hawaiian islands 
and their dependencies ; and it is a^'reod 
that .ill tile territory of and appertain- 
ing to the rt pubhc of Hawaii is hereby 
anne.\e(Lto the United States of Ameri- 
ca UJider the name of the territory of 
Hawaii. 

"Article 2. The republic of Hawaii 
also cedes and hereby transfers to tlie 
United States the absolute fee and own- 
ersliip of all public, goveniiin'nt or 
crown lands, public buildings or edittces, 
ports, harbors, military eqaipments and 
all other public j)roiJtirty of every kind 
and descnpsiou, be.onKinR to the gov- 
ernment of the Hawaiian island-s, to- 
gether with every right and appurte- 
nance thereunto appertaining. 

"The existing laws of the United 
States relative to public lands shall not 
apply to such lands in the Hawaiian 
it^lands, but the congress of the United 
States shall enact sp<>cial laws for their 
management and disposition, provided, 
that all revenue from the proceeds of 
the same, except as regards Kuch parts 
thereof as may be used or occupied for 
the civil, military or naval purposes of 
the United States, f)r may be assiKiied 
for the use of the local (irovernment, 
shall be used solely for the benefit of 
the inhabitants of the Hawaiian islanas 
for educational and other pnblio pur- 
poses, 

"Article 3. Until con^jress shall pro- 
vide for the government of such islands, 
all the civil, judicial and military pow- 
ers exercised by the officers of the ex- 
isting government in said island shall 
be vested in such person or persons, and 
shall be exercised in such manner as the 
president of the United States shall di- 
rect, and the president shall have power 
to remove said oQicers and fill the va- 
cancies so occasioned. 

"The existing treaties of fhe Hawaii- 
an islands with foreign nations shall 
forthwith cease, being repla<'ed by such 
treaties as may exist, or as may be here- 
after concluded between the United 
States, nor to any existing treaty of the 
mnuicipul legislation of the Hawaiian 
islands, not enacted for the fulfillment 
of the treaties so extinguished, and not 
ineonaist«nt with tins treatr nor con- 
trary to the constitution of the United 
States, nor to any existing treaty of the 
United States, shall remain in force un- 
til the congress of the United States 
shall otherwise determine. Until legis- 
lation shall be enacted extending the 
United StatM onstonu laws and regula- 
tions to fhfl Biwaiian islands, the ex- 
isting customs relations of the Hawaii- 
an iuands with the United States and 
other conintries shall remain nnchanged. 

"Article 4. The pabUo debt of the re- 

Siblicof Hawaii, lawfully existing at 
e date of the exchange at the ratiflca- 
tioui of this treaty, inolnding the 
amonnti due to Uepositon in the Ha- 
waiian Postal Savings bank, is hereby 
assumed by the government of the 
United States, but the liability of the 
Ignited States in this regard shall in no 
case exceed f4,(K>0.000. So long» how- 
ever, as the existing KOTemment and 
the present commercial r^ations of the 
Hawaiian islands are continued as here- 
inbefore provided, said government 
sh^U continue to pay the interest on 
said debt. 

"Article 5. There shall be no further 
immigration of Chinese into the Ha- 
waiian islands, except upon such condi- 
tions as are now or may hereafter be al- 
lowed by the laws uf the United States, 
and no Oliinese, by refMOn of anything 
herein contained, shall ba alUrared to 
• iii. r tlx' United States from Uie Ha- 

\\ auan islaiid.-,. 

-Article 0. The president shall ap- 
l)omt hve commissioners, at leaat two of 
whom shall be residents of the Hawaii- 
an islands, who shall as soon as reaaott'' 

ably practicable, recommend to congress 
such legislation concerning the temtory 
of Hav/aii as they ahaU daem nae w ia r y 

or proper. 

"Article 7. This treaty shall be ratified 
by the presideat of the Unite<l States, 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the fionate, on the ovv part, uid by the 



president of the republic" of Hawaii, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, in accordance with the constitu- 
tion of said rci)ublic. on the other, and 
the ratifications thereof shall be ex- 
changed aft Washington aa soon poa* 
sible.^'

Ilawnllan Annezktlon Treaty Will Not B« 
Itoliaeil ThU Kesilon. 

WAwaHOTOii, Jun.e 18.— The impres- 
sion is now prevalent in the senate even 

by the friends of Hawaiian annexation 
that the treaty can not be ratified at 
the present session if there is any such 
opposition as promised. The program 
now is that the treaty will be reported 
from the committee and that after the 
tariff Ull has passed it will be called up. 
The senate will be asked if a time for 
a vote can be fixed and upon the objec- 
tions by the opponents of the treaty its 
friends will say they are content to al- 
low it to lie over nntil the next session. 

One reason for not pressing the treaty 
in the face of opposition is that the 
sentiment which may be only partiallv 
opposed to the treatr will beoTatal- 
lized, which is not desuaUe. It is also 
believed that senaton who are now un- 
1 1 Hded may become influenced favor- 

•y after mature consideration and 
atier Unding out what the drift of 
sentiment is in their states. It is well 
known that senators can not be held 
here after the tariff bill is passed in the 
hot weather. 

LILIUOKALANI INTERVIEWED. 

IlM ■x-One«n of Hmwail I>oei Not Like 
the I'ropo(e<l Treiity. 

Ni:\v Yi)!;u, .June IK. — A special to 
The .Journal from Washington says : In 
an interview, ex-Queen Liliuukulani 
said of the proposed treaty between the 
United States and Hawaii: "Fifteen 
hundred peoplt; are giving away my 
country. Tlie people of my country 
don't want to be anm xefl tf) the United 
States. Nor do the people of the United 
States M'ant uune.xutiou. 

"It is the work of 1,600 people, mostly 
Americans wlio have settled in Hawaii. 
Uf this number those who are not na- 
tive bom Americans, ore of American 
parentage. None of my people want 
the islands annexed. The population 
of the islands is 10»,U00. Of this ntim- 
ber 40,00U are native Hawaiians. The 
rest are Americans, Germans, Portu- 
guese, Japanese, Ohinese. English and 
a siuuU proportion from other coun- 
trios. The 1,500 Americana who are re- 
sponsible for what was done today are 
running the affairs of the islands. 

"There is no provision made in thia 
treaty for me. In the Harrison treaty 
I was allowed |SO,000 per year, but that 
treaty never went into effect. I hare 
never received one dollar from the 
United Statea. No ooa looked after 
my interests in the prooeedinga of the 
treaty. Yofe my people, who form so 
huge a part «f Im popolatlon of tha 
ishiuds, would wantynat lce done me." 

lailnokalMl niM m Portent. 

Washinoton, Jnne 18.— About 8 
o'clock yeaterdaj afternoon, eiD-Qneen 
LiUnokalani filed a written protest in 

the office at the secretary of state 

against the ratification of the Hawaiian 
treaty. Slie says that the proposed 
treaty is "an act of wrong toward the 
native and iKirt-n.'itive people of Ha- 
waii, an invasion of the rights of the 
ruling chi( fs, in violation of interna- 
tional rights lioth toward my jieople 
and toward friendly nations with whom 
they have made tht^ treaties, the per- 
petuation of tlie fraud whereby tho 
ccmstitutional government was over- 
thrown and finally an act of gross injus- 
tice to me."

LIVES LOST AT StmAL PLAGES.

Train ami Kill* Two Tramp*. 

Cincinnati, June 18. — Rainstorms 
accompanied by electrical phenomena 
was reported throughoat the Ohio val- 
ley Wednesday, night and again hut 
night. Here tliere has been much suf- 
fering from the intense heat, which is 
not allayed by the rain. Three cases of 
sunstroke are at the hospital. 

In the rural districts much damaged 
is reported to the crops. Fluods are re- 
pf)rted everywhere and the ele<'trical 
effects at Siiringfield and (iallipoiis. O. ; 
Lexington, ("atlettsburg and Asliland, 
Ky., were such as to make some believe 
there was an earthquake. 

At North Manchester, liid., two per- 
sons were drowned in the Hood at West 
Union a family of tliree narrowly es 
caped drowning. 

Jacob Griner, a farmer near Ayers- 
ville, O., was struck by lightin'.i while 
in his stable and instantly killed. The 
barn was destroyed. 

Lightning struck the Citizt'ns' Opera 
House in Defiance, O., wliile the iiigh 
Bcheol graduating glass was relnais Mg, 
and Clinton (Jarvey ami Fred Hau r, 
meiidiers of the ci.ass, were knocked 
senseless, ( iarvi-y bc'.ng rendered both 
blind and deaf for au hour. 

At Wapakoneta, ()., Peter Tabler. a 
farmer, was killed by lightning in his 
house, which was consumed by fire. 
His wife and children were seriously in- 
jured by the shock. 

The Methodist church at New Hamp- 
shire, ()., was struck byUghtning and 
badly damaged. 

At Canal Oover, O., the electric light 
wires were burned out during the elec- 
trical storm, leaving the city in dark- 
ness. 

At Spencerville, O.. Daniel Miller 
and his team were killed by lightning 
while working in the field. 

Near Wilmington, (>., George Sea- 
man's stock barn wj.s demol.shed by 
lightning and valuable stock lost. Near 
the same place HeTiry McCioveny lost 
many fine cattle by lightning. 

A fishing camp near Wilmington nar- 
rowly escaped from lightning and after- 
word from floods. 

Near Mc Arthur, O., several bridges 
were swept away, including the trestle 
on the Colnmbus, Hocking Valley and 
Tdledo railway. The reservoir was also 
broken, flooding the surrounding conn- 
try and doing great damage to growing 
crops.

DingeM, W. Va.. which took a train of 
90 freight can with it and killed two

Flora, Ills., June 18.— A daring at- 
tempt was i:ia(le to hold uj) train No, 0 
on tlie Baltimore and Ohio ."Southwest- 
em two and one-half miles west of 
Udiu at 10 :80 last night by troiuwreok- 
ers. Sheriff A. 0. Barnes of Marion 
county v/aa given a tip and was on the 
Io<^kont. He detected Sam Tweed, a 
paroled prisoii'^r, and Andrew Slioe- 
maker, both from Ceutralio, Ills., in 
the act of placing ti«a on the track at 
Schoenfield creek. 

Tweed was sliot and wounded, a^id 
Shoemaker was captured and taken on 
the train to Odin by the siieritT. Tlie 
whole affair was so quietly conducted 
that p assengers knew nothing of it nn- 
til reaching odiu. 

Rleh Strike of (iold. 
Rat Poktaue, Unt,, June ls._A 
great strike of gold ou an abandoned 
property ha.s b eu made here by a com- 
pany which has been prospecting for 
some time. Some of the pieces of 
iiuartz found in a shaft sunk only lo 
feet are almost half solid gold. Pieces 
of qnarta, broken by the blast in the 
shaft, hang together by strings of gold. 
Nugget, leaf and wire gold are found. 
The strike is decidedly the fichest made 
iu this field so far.

Wlien 2'i years of age lie entered the 
priestheod ;ind was sent to the chnrcli 
of his native town, where he remain' d 
nine years, and. in addition fdatttiid- 
ing to liis priestly duties. i)racticed the 
water cure and nu't with considerable 
success. Some A'-i years n^!0 he was 
transferred from < )ttobeurn to Woeris- 
hofeii, near Mumcli. where he contin- 
ued to heal the sick by cohl water 
cures, attracted niucli attention and 
greatly l)eiietited the town. 

Father Kneipp has treated many dis- 
tin;:uish< il ]>atients. including the Km- 
jieror cf .\astria, the .\rcliduke Joseph 
of .\u8tria. several nienibiTS (if the 
Koth<cinid family and tlie pfi]ip. Last 
year, it is estimated, .ilxiut :io,oiio people 
were treated by Father Knuipp and his 
assistants. 

INCREASE OF SUICIDES. 

Seventeen Hndir* Taken Fnim the Thanieii 
During the Test Three Week*. 

London, June 18.— The body of a 
fashionably dressed woman, about 80 
ye.ars of age, was found yesterday float- 
ing in the Thames near Tower bridge. 
In her purse she li.ici some gold and sil- 
ver, a gold wedding ring and two dress 
rings, a gold brooch and other articles, 
and on a keyring also found upon her 
were some Amwican coins. All the 
clothing on tha body was of the best 
materials. 

This is the ITfh body found in the 
lower Thaines by the police during the 
last three- weeks. They are believed tu 
be the bodies of suicides, as in nearly 
all cases valuables were found npon the 
persons of the drowned. 

There is nothing mysterious in the 
finding of the bodies, and the police ac- 
count for the somewhat unusual num- 
ber of suicides by the fact that the pop- 
ulation of this city has been largely in- 
creased by jubilee visitors from the 
country, and by the advent of many 
foreigners from nearly all parts of the 
world.

HUkhI jKiis- 
oiiing ensued and Wednesday evening 
he tfX)k to his Ind and acted so irration- 
ally that he was sent to Bellevne. This 
is perhaps the first case on record of in- 
sanity from a mosqaito bite.

.Vt a meeting of the faculty yesterday 
afternoon a resolution providing for 
a more lilieral jiolicy toward the 
class in the future was proposed. Dr. 
Scovel said if till- resolution was adopt- 
ed he would ri sign, .'^everal of tlie 
faculty >aid they would resign if th'- 
resolution was not adoiited. The vote 
stood 11 toll for adoption, and r>r. .'^t'o- 
vi l kept his word by tendering his re*- 
igiiution to take effect within a year.

WAGES GOING DOWN. 

Nutwithstaudinx the etl'orta of the 
Dun Mercantile Agency, Russell Sage, 
Chauncey l^cpew, (Jeoi'ire rJouM, An- 
drew Carnt'Kie and other ])rominent ben- 
•ficiare.>< of the jiresent >!old standard to 
make the people believe that the era of 
good times is upon iis, an occasional 
glimpse of tlie truth may be had from 
gold standard authority, says the Louis- 
ville Dispatch. There has been no 
answer to the review of pr ices published 
by Bradstreet, showing the constant 
downward tendency, for the reason that 
the farts can not be denied in the face of 
common experience. Tba oontinuation 
of the gold standard meana the continua- 
tion of low wages, cheap men and depre- 
ciated property. Only a short time since 
the Dispatch called attention to the dec- 
laration of Senator Elliins, of West Vir- 
ginia, that "wages must come down." 
The DiBi>atch has also called attention to 
the argument of the Philadelphia Times, 
another gold standard authority, that 
"prosperity can only restored by 
practicing greater economy." The Hon. 
John Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, who 
was Harrison's Po^^t master General, has 
proclaimed the general distress which 
the gold standard has brought upon the 
masses of the people in Pennsylvania. 
Now comes the Boston Commercial Bul- 
letin, a gold standard and high tariff 
organ, which says: 

It looks as though, in spite of the 
efforts of one great political party, wages 
in this country are slowly but graduallv 
getting down to the Kuropean liasis. 
The rail in commoditv values, cheap 
foreijfn labor, and the disappearant^e ot 
large profits in business because of the 
big trusts ot cumbinatlons of capital, are 
ruaking this decline lu wages not only 
{>088ibie, but inevitable. 

Every labor organization in the country 
will tMtify to the truth of the atatament 
that wages are i;radually getting down to 
tha European basis. The reasons stated 
by the Oommerdal Bulletin ai^ unan- 
■warabla. It places first in the list of 
oaoses tha fall in prices, for which there 
is bat one remedy and that is a change 
in the money standard and an incieaso 
in the voUiuie of money in circulation, i 
It places cheap foreign labor second in 
the list.

The train, which consisted of the en- 
gine and two cars, the hrst being a com- 
bination smoking and baggage car, and 
the second a regular passenger coaoh, 
left the depot at st :.')0 and five rainntes 
later the engine and first car were un- 
der the surface of the Chicas^o river. 

The railroad crosses the river at Kin- 
«ie street, which is not over one ntiarter 
of a mile north of the depot, and the 
train was consequently moving slowly. 
But for this fact the entire train must 
have gone into the river and the Ices of 
life betm heavy, as the passenger coach 
which did not go in contained about 'M 
passengers. 

The trains always stop an instant be- 
fore going upon the bridge, and last 
night Engineer Cleveland came to a 
stop about -'no ft ct south of the bridge. 
The lights wrre all right, signaling that 
tlie draw was closed, and ho started up 
again. In a minute he saw through the 
darkness the shape of the bridge stand- 
ing open, and made desperate efforts to 
■top the train. It was too lat«, how- 
ever, and the engine plunged into the 
open draw, dragging with it the first 
tar. 

The accident, according to James Har- 
rington, the bridge tender, was duu 
entirely to the arrangement of fheliglits 
on the bridge. A large hexagon light 
is used, one half the lights being red, 
one-half white. Harrington said that 
he had opened the bridge for the pass- 
age of a tag with a mud scow, and was 
joBt swinging the bridge shat when th<' 
train came on. He claimed that the 
engineer caught an oblique glance at 
the light, instead of a look full at its 
face, and said that in either case the 
light wonld. from the tracks on which 
the engine was coming show white. 

He easily proved his case by swinging 
the bridge into the positicm it occupied 
when the train ran over the edge, and 
the accident seems to have been caused 
entirely by the light. 

The tracks are not more than four 
feet above the surface of the water and 
the fall was not great. About 1.") peo- 
ple, including the trainmen, were car- 
ried into the water, but all wen rescind 
without difficulty.
